HEALTH AND STUDY 



- ; 



The ability to study depends in no small measure upon the 
iealth of the student, for mental concentration is difficult in the 
•extreme, when one is hampered and worried by physical disabili- 
ties. The student, who has a sound body, has a decided advantage, 
generally sneaking, over those, who do not rank so high in the 
category' of physical perfections. Of course we have in cur midst 
those of the ultra-studious type, who labour on day and night in 
spite of bodily handicaps and who often attain scholastic heights 
which are forbidden to mortals of a more ordinary and everyday 
.calibre. But in all cases, whether a man or a woman is an excep- 
tionally fine student, a mediocre student, or a poor student, careful 
attention should be directed to his or her physical welfare, for if 
rthrough sheer neglect we allow ourbdvee to suffer a break-down, 
our studies suffer in the crash and our very lives may be threatened. 

Wc all know that students in the first and second years arc 
required to undergo a physical examination and to devote a ccr- 
itain number of hours to exercise. But at times men in the upper 
years, as well as a few isolated cases in the lower, neglect to attend 
to their physical welfare. They do not bother about being ex- 
amined by the university medical authorities.

The reason for this does not 
Intcresl one so much as does the en- 
IbiiHliisni of the new fencing exectttlvo 
who are strong to demonstrate to all 
the genuine finalities of fencing as an 
athletic activity. Fencing In a aport of 
great poiislhllity. on a. sound basis from 
the athletic point fit view hut. holds 
much of Its attraction and popularity 
for reasons altogether different. Fenc- 
ing Is a rare accomplishment. Not ev- 
ery Tom, Dick or Harry Is a sworda- 
mnn. 

Fencing is a gentlemanly sport. It 
Is refined but not confined to gsr.tle- 
men only. In most Ruropean countries 
women take as sbucre an Interest in 
iencing ns men do. and have slven 
ample evidence of their great profici- 
ency. Fencing is practically the only 
»1 ort in which women can compete 
with men on an eriual hasts as strength 
is not one of the qualifications necess- 
ary to be a fencer. It is much regretted 
that the ladles of McGill have not fol- 
lowed thc sport as actfvciy as thc 
men. but there is no reason why any 
interest should not emerge in halls of 
the P.. V. C. 

The great sports that European stu- 
dents especial continental ones follow 
ire association football — and fencing. 

The armories of every European 
unlvtrslty are never bereft of the 
sound of clashing steel and grinding 
blades. In the- past, at McGill never 
more than a handful-.of fencers were 
Interested. But things seem altogether 
different to-day.
